Details Of Khrushchev 


Address Seeping Out 
Slowly From Moscow 


(By Th# Associated Press) 
Startling news seeping out of th* 
Soviet Union tells of bitter denun­ 
ciation of the old No. I Red, Jos­ 
eph Stalin, plus stories of riots pro­ 
testing the anti-Stalin attacks. 
It is said that Soviet Commu­ 
nist party boss Nikita Khrush­ 
chev told more than 1,300 dele­ 
gates of the 
20th 
Communist 
party Congress last month that 
Stalin was a murderer and 
a 
bungler. 
He massacred the flower of the 
Red army officer corps, 
paving 
the way for Nazi invasion early in 
World War II, it is said. 
It also is said that Georgians in 
Stalin’s old hometown, Tiflis, riot­ 
ed against Russians and killed a 
number of them in protest against 
a Kremlin-sponsored anti - Stalin 
campaign. 
This news has not come from 
American or other Western cor­ 
respondents in Moscow. The cen­ 
sor still works on them 24 hours 
a day. It is leaking out from Mos­ 
cow via diplomatic 
channels 
to 
foreign offices abroad and from 
there to the press. So far the So­ 
viet press have been totally silent 
about it all.

Mikoyan lashed out at Stalin’s 
political works as behind the times 
and not in touch with the Marxist- 
Leninist line 
Since then, the

the Stalin myth has increased in 
tempo.

splashed 
the Khrushchev story across their 
front pages in bold 
type. 
Early 
editions were rushed to the Soviet 
Embassy and translated for for­ 
mer Soviet Prem ier Georgi Mal­ 
enkov, now touring Britain as min­ 
ister of power stations.

SOVIET Ambassador Jacob Ma­ 
lik stayed up much of the night 
translating the stories for Malen­ 
kov who was reportedly implicat­ 
ed in Khrushchev’s remarks. 
The Mail quoted Khrushchev as 
saying that during the early World

Down on the Farm 
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What Bulk Milk ^ Farmer s 
Handling Means Notebook 


Effect on Dairying 
Is Announced 


What will bulk milk handling do 
to the dairy business in the long 
run? 
It may result in larger and few 
er dairy farm s, in the opinion of 
Dale C arlej. research assistant in 
dairy m arketing at Ohio State I ’m 
versity. Carley points out that the 
initial 
investm ent in 
bulk 
tank 
equipment is relatively high, re­ 
sulting in greater dairy production 
per worker to pay off the costs 
more rapidly. 
These equipment costs favor 
the larger producer, since the 
eost per hundredweight decrcas 
es as product iou increases. 
Carley says increases in 
bulk 
milk handling also may mean that 
eventually producers rem aining on 
the can system may have difficul­ 
ty in finding m arket tor their milk, 
especially around the secondary 
m arkets. Can shippers may find 
that hauling costs will increase to 
such an extent that it may be un­ 
profitable to rem ain on the can 
svstem. 
The ease of getting in or out of 
the milk business will be m ore dif­ 
ficult. Carley explains. With high 
initial costs of equipment a pro­ 
ducer must consider production ov­ 
er a long-time period. 
• • • 
TUB B t’UC Mil K system may 
encourage more efficient produc­ 
tion, Carley predicts. Many pro 
ducers m ay change their milking 
procedure after switching to bulk. 
This may result in a saving of la* 
bor. 
. 
. 
The m arginal producer, hauler 
and handler might be elim inated 
from the m arket with widespread 
bulk milk handling. Carley be­ 
lieves, 
since 
produ e r r s 
and 
h a u l e r s must buy expensive 
equipment, and this equipment 
must be used to capacity to ob­ 
tain the highest net income. 
Milk quality should become high­ 
er with bulk handling, I arley says, 
provided the producer has a good 
sa lta tio n program . The milk en­ 
ters the bulk tank at the sam e 
quality that it would enter a can. 
However, the bulk tank cools the 
milk faster and holds the tem per­ 
ature lower than a can cooing. 
Milk shed areas should increase 
with bulk handling, and transpor­ 
tation costs should be lower. TW* 
indicates better m arket outlets for 
producers, according to Carley.

BABY CHICKS 
Spring is “ Just around the cor 
vier” when you begin hearing bab*1 
chicks in the post offices on their 
way to their new owner. They have 
almost replaced the chicks hatch 
cd under a hen and brooded by 
her with the exception of s o m e 
late frys and the broods of hens 
that “ steal out'* their nests. This 
is certainly a forward step in the 
poultry* business for it is impossi­ 
ble to control a hen but one can 
have control of almost all of the 
factors that have to do with the 
selection, hatching and brooding 
of baby chicks, when he is using 
the modern mechanical devices on 
the m a r k e t today. Then w e’ve 
i lade lot of progress in improving 
the 
livability, 
vitality, 
rate 
of 
g r o w t h and m aturity of baby 
chicks, in the last decade. 
When you’re on the m arket for 
baby chicks you may be tem pted to 
buy those low in price, but the low- 
est priced chick is not necessarily 
the best buy. Getting baby chicks 
from high egg laying strains, that 
have been incubated under almost 
ideal conditions in a hatchery, will 
cost more than some of the chicks 
of uncertain 
and inferior breed­ 
ing. An extra egg a month will pay 
you for the extra price you m ay 
have to pay for the better chicks, 
and you’ll have higher producing, 
more vigorous chicks during their 
egg laying period. This is well dem ­ 
onstrated on many southern Ohio 
farm s, where a high prod u c i n g 
flock is often culled and kept dur­ 
ing the high egg laying price pe­ 
riod the second year and som e­ 
times until late in the spring. I 
was on a farm recently where the 
owner showed me his yearling and 
his two year old flocks, both pro­ 
ducing at a profit. 
There has been a shifting from 
distant producers of baby chicks 
to the home hatchery which is a 
good thing, for you have the local 
service of your 
hatcherym an, 
if 
you need help and you m ay need 
it. Then he has a personal interest 
in seeing you succeed that is good 
for both the buyer and seller.

Wool Payment 


Deadline Near 


41 Percent Extra 
Is A Possibility 


DENVER—Sheep producers who 
want to add an estim ated 41 per­ 
cent extra to their 1955 net shorn 
wool earnings were warned today 
that they have until March 31 un 
der norm al conditions to apply for 
incentive paym ent. 
(Applications by Fayette Counti- 
ans are made at the ASO office on 
Delaware Street). 
In issuing 
the 
warning, 
the 
American Sheep Producers Coun­ 
cil rem inded producers that pay­ 
ments would he m ade on all wool 
and lam b for which final settle­ 
ment was m ade during the m ar­ 
keting 
year — 
April I, 
1955, 
through March 31, 1956. No wool 
shorn b e f o r e January I, 1955, 
however, will be covered. 
To apply, a producer must deliv­ 
er to his county A gricultural Stab- { 
ilization and 
Conservation 
office 
two copies of his accounts of sale j 
of shorn wool and full wooled lam bs | 
for 
slaughter. 
Or 
arrangem ents 
may be m ade whereby cooperative 
associations, pools or dealers may 
be made whereby cooperative as I 
sociations, pools or dealers may 
make applications for their pro­ 
ducer—m em bers or custom ers. All 
paym ents, however, will be made 
directly to each producer by sight 
draft by the AC office.

• • 
THE COUNTY ASC office will al­ 
so decide how much paym ent a 
producer should receive. Actually, 
producers will not 
receive 
their 
money until next sum m er. After 
the close of the m arketing year, 
the D e p a r tm ent of Agriculture 
m ust collect all sales records and 
then determ ine what growers on a 
national average 
were 
paid 
for 
their wool. 
Through the end of January, the 
USDA estim ates this was 44 cents a 
pound. 
Should this be the final figure 
for the annual average, the dif 
ference between 44 cents and the 
guaranteed 62 rents will be IN 
cents, or ll percent. 
Instead of each grower getting 
18 c e n t s a pound, however, he 
would be entitled to 41 percent ol 
his own net sales proceeds. 
Incentive paym ents were put on 
this basis to give growers an ex 
tra reason for growing and m ark­ 
eting their wool for the best prices. 
For instance, a grower who sells 
his wool for 60 c e n t s will re­ 
ceive an extra 25 cents a pound, 
if the national a n n u a l average 
price is 44 cents. The grower who 
gets 31 cents for his wool will re ­ 
ceive 13 cents more. 
Incentive paym ents 
for 
pulled 
wool are calculated differently. For 
each IOO p o u n d s of full wooled 
lam bs sold for slaughter, a produc­ 
er will be credited for four pounds 
of wool, lf 18 cents a pound is the 
I shorn wool price and the guaran­ 
teed price, then the producer will 
receive 72 cents per IOO pounds.

Now is Time To 


Treat For Grubs 


Look For Bumps On 


Bocks Of Cottle 


The appearance of bumps on the 
hacks of cattle at this time of the 
year is a good indication that they 
need to he treated for cattle gruhs 
or warbles, the American Founda 
tion for 
Animal 
Health 
warned 
farm ers today. 
Eradication of the grubs now 
mean less interference with meat 
and milk production later in the 
season, and will also reduce the 
chances of these pests propaga­ 
ting in the future. 
Veterinarians 
now use 
several 
types of dusting powders and liq­ 
uid sprays to eradicate the para­ 
sites The treating m aterial is ap­ 
plied so It will go into the breath­ 
ing holes which the grubs have cut 


through the skin on the backs of the 
cattle. 
“These grubs represent the final 
phase in the life cycle of the heel 
fly,’’ Foundation authorities said to­ 
day. “ When the grubs or larvae 
em erge from the back of an ani­ 
mal, they soon hatch into heel 
flips. Each fly will lay from 400 to 
5<X) eggs on the anim als's body. 
However, if this cycle can be brok­ 
en. there will be a lower incidence 
of heel flies during the coming sum ­ 
mer, and less dam ge to livestock.”

Down on the Farm 
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What Bulk Milk 
Handling Means ÍNotebook 


Effect on Dairying 
Is An noy need 


What will bulk milk handling do 
to the dairy business in. the long 
run? 
It may result in larger and few­ 
er dairy farm s, in the opinion of 
Dale Carley, research assistant in 
dairy marketing at Ohio State Uni 
versify. Carley points out that the 
initial investment in 
bulk 
tank 
equipment is relatively high, re­ 
sulting in greater dairy production 
per worker to pay off the costs 
more rapidly. 
These equipment costs favor 
the larger producer, since the 
cost per hundredweight decreas­ 
es as production increases. 
Carley says increases in bulk 
milk handling also may mean that 
eventually producers remaining on 
the can system may have difficul­ 
ty in finding m arket for their milk, 
especially around the secondary 
Markets. Can shippers may find 
that hauling costs will increase to 
such an extent that it may be un­ 
profitable to remain on the can 
system. 
The ease of getting in or out of 
the milk business will be more dif­ 
ficult. Carley explains. With high 
initial costs of equipment a pro­ 
ducer must consider production ov­ 
er a long-time period. 
• • • 
'THE BULK MILK system may 
encourage more efficient produc­ 
tion, Carley predicts. Many pro 
ducers may change their milking 
procedure after switching to bulk. 
This may result in a saving of la­ 
bor. 
The marginal producer, hauler 
and handler might be eliminated 
from the m arket with widespread 
bulk milk handling. Carley be 
Heves, since produ t t r i and. 
h a u l e r s must buy expensive 
equipment, and this equipment 
must be used' to capacity to ob­ 
tain the highest net income. 
Milk quality should become high­ 
er with bulk handling, Carley says, 
provided the producer has a good 
sarita lion program. The milk en­ 
ters the bulk tank at the same 
quality that it would enter a can. 
However, the bulk tank cools the 
milk faster and holds the tem per­ 
ature lower than a can cooler. 
Milk, shed, areas should increa.se 
with bulk handling, and transpor­ 
tation costs should be lower. This 
indicates better m arket outlets for 
producers, according to Carley.

Farm Land Values Climbing 


When you’re on the m arket for 
‘ baby chicks you may be tem pted to 
j buy those low in price, but the low- 
¡ est priced chick is not necessarily 
the best buy. Getting baby chicks 
from high egg laying strains, that, 
have been incubated under almost 
| ideal conditions in a hatchery, will 
j cost, more than some of the chicks 
(of uncertain and inferior breed­ 
ing. An extra egg a month will pay 
you, for the extra price you m ay 
have to pay for the better chicks, 
and you’ll have higher producing, 
more vigorous chicks during their 
egg laying period. This is well dem 
onstrated on-m any southern Ohio 
farm s, where a high prod u c in g 
flock is often culled and kept dur­ 
ing the high egg laying price pe- 
j riod the second year and some­ 
times until late in the spring. I 
was on a farm recently w here the 
1 owner showed me his yearling and 
1 his two year old flocks, both pro­ 
ducing at a profit.

This wet field took over 1,000 rods 
of tile. This doubled the corn pro 
duction on this field. 


He then established a sod water­ 
way. He rented a bulldozer and 
did the construction work himself 
By doing a Rood job of seed 
ing, fertilizing and mulching he 
obtained

meadow fescue, which has car­ 
ried the water from a large wa­ 
tershed without erosion.

While they differ in de­ 
tail, in broad principle they are all the 
sam e. They guarantee that a m an has a 
right to join or not to join a labor union or 
any other legitim ate private organization, 
and still get and keep a job. In short, they 
protect him against coercion by either 
the em ployer or the union. 
One argum ent frequently advanced by 
labor leaders against these law s is that 
they hurt the econom y generally.

Christian 
Perter seems to be pushing his 
cam paign for the vice presiden­ 
cy. or his friends are, and they 
will give the Dem ocrats the op­ 
portunity to use against the Re­ 
publicans the brutal argum ent 
that the candidate for president 
is a cardiac case and the candi­ 
date for vice presklent is an 
arthritic ease, so what kind of a 
ticket is that? Certainly Chris­ 
tian H erter has no history that 
qualifies him for president and 
the Democrats m ay be plugging 
for him now so that they can 
more easily cam paign against 
him when the tim e comes. 
Our country benefits by strong 
partisanship because it is always 
the fanaticism of the party out 
of power which keeps the party 
in power better behaved. When 
the two parties do not fight each 
other but act as though politics 
were a petting party, both tend 
to become crooked. One of the 
current argum ents against Rich 
ard Nixon is that he is too parti­ 
san, too much of a Republican 
which is what he should be, as 
Ik' was elected as such. 
Even Eisenhower has learned, 
although it took him a long time, 
that he must either be a Republi­ 
can or get defeated. 
His old 
friends had actually sold him the 
idea that he could, as President, 
be above party, as the Queen of 
England is above party. But that 
is not for this country where we 
have the two - party system and 


a president is a partisan, a lead­ 
er of one of the parties. He must 
expect the opposition party to op­ 
pose and to fight him, which the 
Dem ocrats are now doing. The 
argum ent that Richard Nixon is 
unfit to continue to be vice pres­ 
ident because he is too much of 
a Republican is untenable in the 
traditions of American history. 
All vice presidents since John 
Adams were partisans and it has 
not once happened that a vice 
president who succeeded a pres­ 
ident was of the opposite party. 
It could be said perhaps that 
Andrew Johnson was a Demo­ 
crat, but he ran with Lincoln as 
a m em ber of Lincoln's party in 
the Civil W ar days when no real 
D em ocrat could have been elect­ 
ee! in the North.

Mild attacks usually

within one to three hours. You 
probably can relieve the distress 
by lying down, belching or by a 
good bowel movement. You may 
be able to settle your stom ach by 
drinking a m ixture of hot sodium 
bicarbonate. Mix one teaspoonful 
rn half a glass of w arm water. 


Complete Bed Rest 
F or a more severe attack, I 
recom m end com plete bed rest. 
If this does not relieve distress, 
m aybe slowly drinking a hot so 
din rn bicarbonate 
solution 
will 
help. You can also apply hot ap­ 
plications to the abdomen. 
Your doctor probably will sd- 


vise that you do not eat anything 
until about 12 hours after the dis­ 
tress bas been relieved. Then, he 
probably 
will recom m end 
one 
ounce per hour of broth, gruel or 
strained orange juice 


Bland Foods 
By the second or third day 
you'll probably be able to take 
milk, eggnogs, cocoa and soups. 
And from the third day on you 
can h a v e bland foods such as 
cooked cereals, soft-boiled eggs, 
buttered toast, mashed potatoes, 
custards, junket, gelatin desserts 
and jellied consomme. 
Gradually, you can add boiled 
or broiled tender m e a t s ; but 
make sure you chew them well. 
Your doctor will tell you that 
it is advisable to shy away from 
fried, highly seasoned or spicy 
foods for at least two wrecks. That

Attention is being repeatedly called to 
the fact that eighteen states have passed 
right-to-work laws. While they differ in de­ 
tail, in broad principle they are all the 
same. They guarantee that a man has a 
right to join or not to join a labor union or 
any other legitimate private organization, 
and still get and keep a job. In short, they 
protect him. against coercion by either 
the employer or the union. 
One argument frequently advanced by 
labor leaders against 'these laws is that 
they hurt the economy generally. But a 
survey made by the 12 states which have 
had the laws since 1947, and so have had 
a chance to see just w h a t results have 
been, belies that absolutely. These states 
have matched or outstripped national av­

The Unions have many opportunities to 
help working people but some of the labor 
leaders are building up “little kingdoms” 
for their own benefit and prestige with­ 
out recognizing how many people are be­ 
ing hurt by their tactics.

vise th at you do not ea t anything 
until about 12 hours after the dis­ 
tress has been relieved.

ounce per hour of broth, gruel or 
strained orange juice. 


Bland Food's 
By the second or third day 
you’ll probably be able to take 
milk, eggnogs, cocoa and soups. 
And from the third day on you. 
can h a v e bland foods such as 
cooked cereals, soft-boiled eggs, 
buttered toast, m ashed potatoes, 
custards, junket, gelatin, desserts 
and jellied consom m e. 
G radually, you can add boiled 
or broiled tender m e a t s ; but 
m ake sure you. chew them. well.

Memorial Hospital has a n ew 
gadget. 
Ifs a neat-looking, rather small- 
sized machine so complicated 
it 
takes a doctor or trained technician 
to operate. At a cost of about $850, 
it simply records a thin line on a 
narrow continuous strip of paper, j 
But that thin line can be a life-1 
saver. 
The new gadget is a rardio- j 
gram, the gift of the Washing­ 
ton C. H. I.ions Club. 


It is designed to record on a I 
chart the way in which the heart 
operates. For the doctor or tech-1 
mcian, the chart 
spells out 
the ] 
condition of the patient’s heart and I 
points out the location and extent 
of any heart damage which might j 
be present. 
The hospital already has a car­ 
diogram. It s a standard piece of j 
equipment at any hospital

Miss Christine Evans, hospital 
administrator, pointed out that the 
old one would still be used It does 
the same job just as well but not] 
as quickly, 
The gift, according to Lions sec­ 
retary Tom Mark, was not part of 
a specific Lions program.

Urge For Expansion

In An Instant 


Memorial Hospital has a n e u 
gadget. 
It's a neat-looking, rather small­ 
sized machine so complicated it 
takes a doctor or trained technician 
to operate. At a cost of about $850, 
it simply records a thin line on a 
narrow continuous strip of paper. 
But that thin line can be a life- 
saver.

Which means that the new ma­ 
chine is much quicker, since it cuts 
down toe time 'between, recording 
and reading. It is simpler because 
'there is one less step to go through. 
In an emergency situation, the 
extra time can be a life-or-death 
difference.

It does 
the same job just as well but not 
as quickly.

MT AR TING EARLY IEOH ER 
PLANTING 


John C. Tripp, of Hillsboro. Ohio, 
recently called my attention to a 
simple but very practical plan for 
starting early flowers in the house, 
by sowing the seeds in milk car 
tons, with one side cut out, a lay­ 
er of sand put on the bottom for 
ventilation and drainage, and the 
carton filled to within about an 
inch of the top with rich e a r t h , 
and the sides, bottom and ends coy 
ered with aluminum foil. the seeds 
sowed, covered lightly with earth, 
and the top covered with glass or 
transparent plastic and set in s 
bright window 
You'll soon have 
plants large enough to be planted 
in a sim ilar box, and when the time 
com es to put outside about t h e 
tim e apple blossoms are bloom­ 
ing. Why don’t you try this? You 
•re pretty apt to like it and to 
find it a practical and a very inex­ 
pensive way to get flowers started 
early in the season.

PRI NING GRAPE VINES AND 
FRETT TREES 
As this is written it is late in Feb­ 
ruary and the time lo prune grape 
v i n e s and fruit trees. Here are 
some general principles to use that 
you will find practical and of help 
to you:— 
Pruning Grape Vines 
Cut out the dead vines and then 
cut to 8 or IO buds on each vine 
of the lateral branches. When you 
get done, you'll think you've ruin­ 
ed your vines, for it they have been 
neglected for a few years, you'll 
have a lot of vines on the ground, 
but you haven’t hurt them ; you’ve 
just given them a chance to grow 
and to bear fruit, for grapes are 
born on this year's wood growth 
Cultivate the ground lightly around 
the roots of the vines and apply 
m a n u r e and you'll be pleased at 
the growth the vines will make, and 
at the amount 
of 
grapes 
you’ll 
have, if you spray them 
This is 


very sin pie; just spray about ev­ 
ery ten days with a bordeau spray 
as soon as the grapes are weil 
formed, that 
you 
can 
get from 
your farm bureau, or druggist or 
anyone who handles spray m ateri­ 
al. The directions for making the 
spray will come with it; follow 
them and especially observe t h e 
time interval of ten days to two 
weeks between sprayings until the 
grapes are about ready to pick, and 
’ ou'll have a lot of excellent fruit 


Pruning Apple Trees 
This is simple too; just cut out 
the dead limbs and the cross limbs 
and do in two years what you think 
( you ought to do in one year, and 
; be sure to cut to a branch or a bud, 
so you won t leave stubs and you U 
I do a good job. if you cut off any 
l*.rge crow limbs from a tree long 
I neglected, be sure to paint the cut 
{ portion with white lead paint, so it 
i won t check or crack and allow 
fungi to enter 
and 
weaken 
the 
branch. You can take off most of 
(the water sprouts too unless a few 
are needed to fill up open places 
in the tree. where a limb may 
have been broken off. 


Pruning Peach Trees. 
Cut last year’s growth b ick to 5 
{or 8 buds and cut out the d e a d 
I limbs is s very simple and prac­ 
tic a l plan that you can use that 
I you will find satisfactory. W h e n 
I} ou follow this Sim ple plan you’re

need thinning most years for they 
t« nd to set more fruit than they 
can carry for producing the best 
fruit of good sis*.

STARTING EARLY FLOWER 
PLANTING

PRUNING GRAPE VINES AND 
FRUIT TREES 
As this is written it is late in Feb­ 
ruary and the time to prune grape 
v i n e s and fruit trees. Here are 
some general principles to use that 
you will find practical and of help 
to you:— 
Pruning Grape Vines 
Cut out the dead vines and then 
cut to 8 or 10 buds on each vine 
of the lateral branches. When you 
get done, you’ll think you’ve ruin­ 
ed your vines, for it they have been 
neglected for a few years, you’ll 
have a lot of vines on. the ground,, 
but you haven’t hurt them; you’ve 
just given them a chance to grow 
'and to bear fruit, tor grapes are 
born on this year’s wood growth 
Cultivate the ground lightly around 
the roots of the vines and apply 
m a n u r e and you’ll be pleased at 
the growth, the vines will make, and, 
at the amount of grapes 
you’ll 
have, if you spray them. This is 


based upon the intelligent analysis
